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Two local attorneys wHp 
have declined to buy busi¬ 
ness licenses face law suits 
as a result of action taken 
bv the City Council Tuesday 
night. 

The Council voted to insti¬ 
gate action to recover the 
license fees for 1956 from 
John Fitzgerald and Noren 
Eaton. The ordinance gov¬ 
erning business licenses was 
revised and broadened at 
the start of 1955 to cover 
professional men. The li¬ 
cense costs $24 a year. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, who has 
practiced law for 48 years, 
19 of them in Sierra Madre, 
said: 

“Let them file suit. I’m go¬ 
ing to fight. This require¬ 
ment is both unconstitutional 
and discriminatory. I pay 
the state $17.50 to practice 
law and I don’t think I re¬ 
quire a local license.” 

He added that several at¬ 
torneys, including City At¬ 
torney T. G. Cornyn, practice 
law here without licenses. 
Mr. Cornyn’s offices are in 
Arcadia and he pays a li¬ 
cense fee in that town. 

Mr. Eaton also apparently 
intends to test the law, but 
he declined comment as to 
his reasons until he has ac¬ 
cess to more complete infor¬ 
mation regarding the Coun¬ 
cil’s action.

Build a Better Mouse-Trap 

Now comes Leland Marsh with a new way to take a 
shower! 

And we mustn't forget John Curtis who has devised 
a different method of cooking food, or Warren Jones and 
George Grijalva who have pooled their talents to brew a 
better cup of coffee. 

Who said that all new inventions are conceived by 
the scientific talent of large corporations? 

Sierra Madreans all, the above named gentlemen have 
spent many months in perfecting their brain childs. And 
In at least one instance, the device is ready to put on 
the market. 

Mr. Marsh, a Sierra Madre realtor, has invented and 
obtained a patent for a “non-splash bath head.”

Mr. Curtis, also a realtor, has spent most of his life¬ 
time developing what he has dubbed a “Steamolator.” 

The Steamolator is a pressureless cooker, the object 
of which is to make beef taste like beef, carrots like carrots 
and cabbage like pate de fois gras. Mr. Curtis assured me 
it does all these things. 

“The Steamolator,” he said, “doesn't broil, fry, bake, 
boil or roast.

The final invention is the only one I have tried per¬ 
sonally. It’s called a “Coffee Cone,” which describes it 
exactly. 

Developed and marketed by Warren Jones and George 
Grijalva, the Coffee Cone is a spun aluminum funnel 
which comes with paper filters. 

You simply place a filter in the cone, put in the 
desired quantity of coffee and add boiling water. The 
coffee comes out crystal clear and can be made as strong 
as you like. 

But more important, the Coffee Cone makes good 
coffee.

I’m afraid Col. G i 1 d a r t 
isn’t going to like this. 

Seems to me the'best Mid¬ 
dle East policy for us would 
be the one suggested by 
Dean Acheson. He urged 
that we stop everything over 
there until Egypt, Israel, 
France and England can sit 
down and draw up an agree¬ 
ment fair to them and to the 
world, and then proceed with 
clearing the canal. If we 
don't do that, we’ll be just 
where we started, except that 
Dictator Nasser will have 
won all the tricks, caused 
all Europe to suffer and the 
canal and Israel problems 
will be as unsettled as ever.

Acheson to direct him, Mr. 
Dulles did pretty well, but 
once he was on his own he 
blundered all over the map.

HAROLD LAMB, famous 
author and historian, talked 
to a club I belong to last 
week. He has been studying 
the Middle East nearly 30 
years, has been all over it 
and was moderator of a ses¬ 
sion on the Middle East at 
the Huntington-Sheraton Ho¬ 
tel in Pasadena recently 
which attracted authorities 
on the Middle East from 
long distances. I met one 
from the University of Wash¬ 
ington who had come down 
from Seattle for the confer¬ 
ence. The most heartening 
thing Lamb said at the club 
was that he thinks there 
will be no war, because Rus¬ 
sia never starts a war except 
against a comparatively 
weak foe like Finland.

IRELAND—A good mar¬ 
riage in Ireland may be a 
question of having a good 
agent. Approximately 20 per 
cent of the weddings in 
Irish villages today are ar¬ 
ranged through "match¬ 
makers.” 

"An Sein Duinne,” the 
matrimonial agent, is always 
a woman. She studies the 
personalities of the village 
youths and creates “scien¬ 
tifically sound” matches. By 
her efforts and guidance, 
one-fifth of all Irish mar¬ 
riages outside of the cities 
are contracted in this way. 

The village match-maker 
is either a spinster or a 
widow, but in no case mar¬ 
ried. Her income is derived 
from playing Cupid’s role (a 
pound per marriage, plus 
tips, festivity invitations be¬ 
fore and after weddings, oc¬ 
casional bribes, etc.) com¬ 
bined with a small effort at 
farming. Her cottage is 
usually full of cats and sur¬ 
rounded by chickens. 

BECAUSE of the impor 
tance of her job, she is the 
village's most respected citi¬ 
zen. No one dares offend her. 
Becoming a match-maker is 
accomplished by a variety 
of tricks. One must eliminate 
the competition. Strangling 


another widow’s chickens to 
drive her out of the race is 
considered fair. No more 
than one such personality 
can exist in a village. Some¬ 
times a woman gets this po¬ 
sition because her mother 
had it and she is “knowing 
in her mother’s ways and 
wiseness.” 

The village children come 
to this woman’s house fre¬ 
quently to listen to stories 
about ghosts, spirits and the 
supernatural. In this way 
she comes to know the per¬ 
sonalities of her flock. 

Bribes sometimes come in¬ 
to the business. When love 
is involved, she may have 
to be tipped to enable her 
to see the value of a certain 
match. Without her OK, the 
parents and villagers might 
resist such a union. 

IT IS the custom in Ire¬ 
land for the oldest son or 
daughter to marry first, and 
never a younger one “out of 
turn.” Sometimes it is neces¬ 
sary to bribe the match¬ 
maker to clear the way for a 
younger couple who are in 
love. 

Because of this deeply in¬ 
grained custom, and the 
complete faith that people 
have in the match-maker’s

And About

Tlie rain and snow, with 
that constant piercing wind 
from the Appenines, damp¬ 
ened by the sea air, and es¬ 
pecially the very low tem¬ 
perature of all interiors in 
Naples, finally almost fin¬ 
ished me off. It happened 
this way. 

One fateful day I spent 
some three hours in the Na¬ 
tional Museum, a massive 
stone building neither heat¬ 
ed nor ventilated. It was 
built in 1586 as an army bar¬ 
racks and still vies with the 
worst of that kind for dis¬ 
comfort, whether in winter 
or summer. But it also hous¬ 
es, as the guide books assert, 
one of the largest and most 
important collections of an¬ 
tique sculptures and fres¬ 
coes in the world. I had vis¬ 
ited it on former trips to 
Italy in summer and wanted 
to do so once more. 

The atmosphere inside 
was heavy and cold and 
dead, like that of a vast 
tomb, unsealed after centu¬ 
ries. The attendants inside, 
who guarded its treasures, 
seemed not quite amply pro¬ 
tected by many layers of 
clothing, including winter 
caps, for I noted some foot¬ 
stamping a n d arm-flaiing 
by one and another. My own 
armor, from overcoat down, 
consisted of a woolen muf¬ 
fler, a woolen beret pulled 
over my ears, and four addi¬ 
tional layers of clothing, be¬ 
sides woolen sox, and heavy 
leather shoes whose soles 
were protected from the 
damp stone floor by good 
New York “rubber.” But a 
little “germ,” or whatever, 
got under it all! 

Next morning I was aware 
that I had taken in that — 
for me, rare — tenant, some¬ 
times written as “cri” (com¬ 
mon respiratory infection). 
For nearly a month thereaf¬ 
ter he made himself so 
much at home in my physi¬ 
cal being that I was not only 
uncomforta ble day and 
night with the usual symp¬ 
toms, but took on fever with 
a loss of energy, body-heat, 
and finally appetite. Soups 
and oranges became the on¬ 
ly palatable foods, though 
I continued other items for 
bulk and energy. Red wine 
ceased to produce internal 
heat, and lost its savor. I 
sought my own remedies for 
such a condition and ap 
plied them.

Dear Mr. Editor: 

_In your issue of Jan. 10, 

Mr. Shippey draws a paral¬ 
lel between the Suez and 
Panama Canals which does 
not exist in fact when he 
says “Britain and France . . . 
moved in as I think we 
would have if it had been 
the Panama Canal ...” 

Well, I should think so. 
And so would we if it had 
been the Erie Canal or the 
Chesapeake and Delaware 
Canal or any other canal 
that runs through American 
territory. I am sure Mr. Ship¬ 
pey knows that by the Hay- 
Bunau - Varilla Treaty the 
Republic of Panama granted 
to the United States the use, 
occupation and control of the 
strip now known as the Pan¬ 
ama Canal Zone, and that 
the Department of Defense 
has the responsibility of pro¬ 
tecting it from enemy action. 
I certainly doubt that many 
of the millions of voters who 
overwhelmingly gave their 
preference t o Eisenhower 
would have done so had they 
for a moment discredited his 
intentions to protect our ter¬ 
ritory and property. 

The case of the Suez bears 
n o resemblance whatever. 
Instead of the canal and a 
zone being owned by Great 
Britain or France, it has al¬ 
ways been a stock company. 
In fact Great Britain was so 
short-sighted as to oppose its 
construction at the outset, 
but finally got on the band¬ 
wagon in 1875 by purchasing 
a large block of shares from 
the khedive and owns seven- 


sixteenths of the company’s 
stock. 

It is one of Britain’s colos¬ 
sal blunders, ranking with 
those of George III which 
indirectly we celebrate every 
July 4th, that she did not get 
control of her own life line. 
In fact, in 1904, that country 
agreed that the canal should 
“always be free and open, 
in time of war as in time of 
peace, to every vessel of 
commerce or of war, without 
distinction of flag.” 

On the subject of the Pres¬ 
ident's request of Congress 
for the authority to use 
troops, I do not remember 
that Mr. Eisenhower before 
election was so foolish as to 
have talked “as if no Amer¬ 
ican soldier would ever again 
face a foe on foreign soil” as 
Mr. Shippey implies. He stood 
on his record, part of which 
was a parallel request made 
ifi the case of Formosa. On 
the other hand Mr. Truman, 
though forewarned, was not 
forearmed with any consti¬ 
tutional authority in the 
case of Korea, which devel¬ 
oped into a major war. The 
Constitution provides that 
only Congress c'an declare 
war, and the President wants 
to be sure that he conducts 
his office within the highest 
law of the land. 

Forethought would have 
prevented the ills that now 
beset the Suez, just as fore¬ 
thought has prevented them 
in Panama and Formosa. 
Forethought is what we now 
see in the President’s re¬ 
quest. The alternative is to 


wait with our hands folded 
until our opponents force a 
crisis and then illegally and 
precipitately throw unpre¬ 
pared troops in to stop the 
fire. And maybe have to 
fight on home instead of 
“foreign” soil. Again, I doubt 
thar many of us who voted 
for Eisenhower would have 
done so if we had expected 
him to drift into myopia as 
a means of keeping the 
peace. 

One more word, this on 
the matter of business fail¬ 
ures, a subject discussed by 
Mr. Shippey in a previous is¬ 
sue. It is true that failures 
were up in 1956 —by 17%. 
But new buisness starts were 
up in the same period by 
14%. 

The power to tax is the 
power to destroy, and I sus¬ 
pect high taxes as the guilty 
party in the business failure 
woodpile.
